’ ensue will be worse than after the last war. 
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POST-WAR BUILDING POLICY: 


E have received from the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives a pamphlet on 
‘“‘ Post-War Building Policy,” which is of considerable 
interest. This deals not only with problems such as 
apprenticeship and dilution of labour, which are of 
particular interest to the operatives, but with the 
general problems which will occur. We are very largely 
in agreement with the views expressed, and even those 
who may not be can hardly deny that a considerable 
spirit of fairness and broadmindedness has been shown. 
* The main suggestion is that the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings should be the general governing authority 
and that powers should be delegated to a Deliberative 
Council, which should be representative not only of 
other Ministries concerned but of all sections of the 
industry; including the professions and technicians, 
and also of various bodies such as the Building Research 
Board. This Council would then appoint sub-com- 
mittees which would deal with planning, finance, labour, 
research, etc. The general scheme is good, but there 
are two most important matters which are not included, 
the omission of which would seriously prejudice its 
success. 

In the first place, in Clause 10 it is specifically stated 
that residential building only and not general building 
is to be included in the scheme, and it is suggested that 
the latter type cannot be subject to State control 
unless all enterprises are nationalised. It does not 
appear to us that this conclusion necessarily follows, 
but if there is to be no State control of general building 
and anyone is to be allowed to erect what he likes, 
whether essential or not, the state of chaos which will 
Wealthy 
speculators and corporations will compete with each 
other and with the State for the available labour and 
materials, and the State will come off second best. It 
can be taken for granted that the shortage of both the 
last-mentioned commodities will be so great that 
building will have to be confined to essential work, or 
such work will hang on for years. 

Secondly, merchants and manufacturers are speci- 
fically omitted from representation on the Council, 
and,: thirdly, wages and conditions of labour are also 
apparently to be outside its scope and are to be dealt 
with as now. Now these two items make up costs, 
which are necessarily important. If there is to be no 
control over the suppliers of materials, what is there 
to prevent prices from being raised unduly? And 
if there is control, then there should be representation. 
As regards wages, it is true that the two bodies which 
will agree them will both be represented on the Council, 
but can wages be treated as the private concern of these 
two alone? It is very doubtful. Government control; 
and such control there must be, cannot be partial. It 
must finally be over all or none, since all interlock and 


are interdependent. This is a point which is often not 
appreciated with regard to Nationalisation. Where 
it is complete, as in Russia, wages are controlled as 
much as any other commodity, and since they account 
for the bulk of the costs, it is necessary that they 
should be. ; 

In Clause 21 there is an interesting suggestion that 
all building trade operatives should be registered. 
With this we are in agreement, provided that the final 
aim of registration be to raise the standard of technical 
efficiency of the operative. The opinion has been held, 
we are aware, that the same end could be gained more 
simply and cheaply by a legal enactment that all 
workmen must become members of a trade union and 
all employers members of their trade associations, and 
those who canvass that view (significantly, perhaps, 
the pamphlet’s author does not suggest it), also propose 
that there should be no right of resignation in either 
case and that the regulations of both should be legally 
binding. We cannot support this view, however attrac- 
tive it may appear as being likely to create controlling 
and negotiating forces; it would be a direct negation 
of the principles of free democracy for which this present 
struggle among nations is being fought. 

The solution here, we suggest, is compulsory registra- 
tion of operatives and employers on a qualitative 
basis (though this side may at first instance have to 
give place to purely numerical registration). This 
should be directed towards improvement of technical 
standards, and the industry itself should clearly take 
a leading part in framing the conditions. Control of 
wages and conditions should be the eventual responsi- 
bility of the Ministay of Works acting through a joint 
committee of representatives of the industry and 
consumers. It has always seemed to us to be a strange 
situation in which building wages, closely affecting so 
large a part of the community, should be fixed with so 
little opportunity for the sections eventually settling 
the bill to raise their voice. 

The scheme outlined in the pamphlet (which is 
signed by Mr. R. Coppock, Secretary) certainly 
contains some very valuable and interesting suggestions 
which would well serve as a basis for discussion, but is 
it not time that all sections of the industry came together 
and. hammered out an agreed scheme? Such agree- 
ment, if there is to be any order or lasting prosperity 
for all in the industry, will have to come. The Em- 
ployers’ Fede1ation is said to be about to produce a 
scheme of their own. .Would it not be a good thing if 
they approached thé operatives and tried to work 
out one together? This pamphlet would provide an 
excellent foundation. We do not want. to be like the 
Abbe Sieyés in the French Revolution, who produced 
twenty-five constitutions, all guaranteed to work, only 
no one could make up their minds which to choose.

R.A. Elections. 

At recent assemblies of Academicians 
and Associates of the Royal Academy, 
Mr. Arthur J. Davis, A.R.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., was elected.a Royal Acade- 
mician and Mr. Louis de Soissons, 
O.B.E., F.R.I.B.A.; 8.A.D.G., an Asso- 
ciate of the Royal Academy. Other 
elections were: As R.A.s—Mrs. Dod 
Procter and Mr. James Bateman. As 
4.R.A.s—Mr. Richard Eurich and Mr. 
Charles Ginner. 

Mr. Arthur J. Davis, who has been 
an A.R.A. since 1933, was born in 1878. 
Im 1930 he was awarded the R.I.B.A. 
medal for the best London building of 
the previcus three years—the West- 
minster Bank, Threadneedle-street. 
Other buildings which he has either 
designed or had a main hand in in- 
clude the Ritz Hotel; the Armenian 
Church, Kensington; the R.A.C. build- 
ing, Pall Mall; the “ Morning Post” 
building (but not the alteration), Ald- 
wych; Cunard House; and he has also 
designed the decorations for several 
Cunarders. 

Mr. de Soissons, who was born in 
1890, studied at the R.A. Schools and 
Ecole des Beaux Arts, Paris. He was 
Tite Prizeman, and won the R.I.B.A. 
Jarvis Scholarship. His principal 
works are the Shredded Wheat factory 
at Welwyn Garden City, where he also 
designed much domestic work amd 
schools, the store and the Community 
Centre; flat work on the Duchy of 
Cornwall Estate; Kennington, and at 
Allitsen-road, St. John’s Wood; and 
the Kennington Boys’ Club. 


Russia at the A.A. 

As we announced recently, Sir Ber- 
nard Pares; who had arranged to 
lecture at, the Architectural Associa- 
tion on “ Russia—Now,” was unfor- 
tunately indisposed, and Sir Robert 
Hodgson, K.C.M.G., consented to 
speak on “ Britain and Russia,” at the 
general meeting which took place on 
Wednesday last. In connection with 
this address there is now on view at 
. the A.A. an exhibition of photographs 
of Russian Architecture and Cartoons, 
which is of particular imterest. In- 
cluded are some photographs of 
Kharkov and Moscow, which are at 
the moment the scenes of fighting. 
Views of the older parts of these 
Russian towns are shown, notably 
Metekh Castle, Tibilsi Georgian S.8.R. 
Amongst the modern views are the fol- 
lowing: Sotchi Georgian Riviera, Rest 
Home Ibilki—the open-air restaurant, 
with a fine view from the balcony; 
the central square, Kharkov, a view 
which appears to show all modern 
buildings. ‘“ Foyer in a new Cinema 
Theatre,” Voroshilovgrad, gives some 
idea of its architectural treatment and 
size; a good general proportion pre- 
vails, and it is devoid of features which 
attract (?) by their oddity. ‘ A number 
of prints give a good impression of 
Moscow. This series includes views of 
the Hote] Moskya, a fine view of the 
Kremlin, in which may be seen the 
comparatively modern addition; the 
State Lenin Library; new apartment 
houses on the Mozhaisk highway; and 
details of Krimsky Bridge, which sug- 
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gest the fine -flowing lines of the 
bridge. Many other exhibits call for 
attention, and from those mentioned 
and others the character of present- 
day Russian architecture may be 
judged. ° 

To artists an array of Russian war 
cartoons will’ prove attractive; they 
are distinctly forceful in subject mat- 
ter and execution.

Tue Ministry ‘of Home Affairs, Bel- 
fast, has issued the prelimimary report 
of Mr. W. R. Davidge, who has been 
engaged by the-Government to explore 
post-war town-planning possibilities. in 
Belfast and throughout the North.

’ report deals mainly with procedure 


for a general plan extending over a 
long period of years. Two immediate 
necessities for the growth of the new 
Belfast after the war are mentioned.

(2) A compre- 
hensive plan for the development of 
a much larger area than the city itself, 
ensuring the reservation of a green 
belt as a background for the city and 
indicating sites for new development, 
and selecting existing centres suitable 
for expansion served by up-to-date 
transport facilities. 

Mr. Davidge has suggested that, 
one planning authority sponsored by 
the Government should be constituted 
for the whole of Northern Ireland, and 
that all land should be deemed to be 
covered by the planning teaclution.

Ruined Towns of North-Western France. 

THE cathedrals of Amiens, Rouen, 
and Beauvais—cities in north-western 
France which were practically de- 
stroyed in the Battle of France—are to 
be repaired as soon as possible, states 
The Catholic Herald. ‘‘ The walls of 
these three Gothic edifices stand out 
amid the ruins, and it is regarded as 
remarkable that they have escaped 
with so little damage. At Amiens, the 


small buildings adjoining the cathe- © 


dral are not to be rebuilt. Wide 
avenues will spread out, fan-shaped, 
from the front of the cathedral. At 
Rouen, the small houses surrounding 
the cathedral are to be restored in 
medieval style, but the larger ones 
razed so that the striking architecture 
of this fascinating structure may be 
admired from every angle. Beauvais 
Cathedral was not struck by bombs, 
but explosions damaged the roof. As 
at Amiens, the ruins of small build- 
ings ‘are to be removed to make way 
for avenues.”

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REBUILDING OR REPARATION? 


Mr. Epwarp Yates, F.S.A., took the 
chair at a lecture given on April 15 
at the St. Martin’s School:of Art by 
Mr. J. E. M. Macerecor, F.R.1.B.A. 
(Acting Secretary of the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Buildings). 

Mr.. MacerecorR commenced his 
remarks by outlining the form of the 
Exhibition of ‘Historic London Under 
Fire,” drawing attention to the presen- 
tation of the drawings and photo- 
graphs of historic buildings both 
before and after damage by air raid, 
of their arrangement in separate 
sections, such as Wren churches, 
churches of earlier and later date, 
civic buildings, and so forth. In one 
respect, he said, the Exhibition was 
perhaps not truly: representative of 
London’s loss in so far as it depicted 
much more the damage to individual 


buildings than the vast areas which . 


have so .much historic interest in 
them; the historic streets and facades 
which could not perhaps claim out- 
standing architectural merit, but still 
gave local character to the charm of 
Greater London, could not be ade- 


quately shown. He pointed out that 
the purport of the Exhibition was to

depict the degree of damage, and also 
the value of the remaining fragments, 
and so stir up public interest in the

many problems that their subsequent 
treatment would present. : 

The lecturer said he did not propose t 
attempt to set forth any conerete and 
general mode of treatment; every building 
would have to be very carefully: con- 
sidered individually; but he did stress 
the vital necessity for keeping every 
fragment of ancient work which -was left 
standing after bombardment, as much as 
could be stabilised and maintained in 
position; the problem was to balance the 
desirability of so doing against the prac- 
tical difficulties it- would involve. ‘‘ The 
questions to be considered,” he added, 
“* are in every case many and diverse. One 
has to consider whether ‘it is desirable to 
rebuild completely or only partially repair, 
to reproduce what was gone or replace 
with new design, or to rebuild elsewhere. 
One broad line can, however, be drawn : 
where a building has originally been built 
from tradition with but scanty drawing, 
as is the case of medieval work, or where 
a large measure of character and charm 
originated in the individual craftsmen, 
reproduction is impossible; but where, as 
in Renaissance and later work, buildings 
were erected from full working drawings, 
there should be no difficulty or objection 
to their being erected again if desirable.’ 

Turning to the particular function of 
the S.P.A.B., Mr. Macgregor pointed out 
that while there were many organisations 
for the preservation of historic buildings 
as depicted in their three physical dimen- 
sions, the Society was chiefly concerned 
with the protection of what might be 
described as the fourth dimension of the 
imprint of the life history of the build- 
ing, that wholesale restoration and repro- 
duc‘ion destroys. For this reason the 
Society urged the retention in position of 
the maximum of remaining old work, for 
the relative claims ‘for permanent pre- 
servation of a building or a part thereof 
could not be adequately assessed until the 
menace of destruction was passed. 

Some slides illustrating how structural 
repairs and reconditioning had been 
carried out under the Society’s auspices 
were then: shown. These illustrated cer- 
tain buildings which had become derelict 
and disintegrated so that they presented 
much the same problems as those damaged 
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by enemy action, and showed how these 
had been brought back into use. © The 
lecturer described in detail the’ methods 
recommended by the Society for dealin 

with fractured and displaced masonry an 

decayed woodwork, etc. Instances were 
cited of the revitalisation of buildings by 
drastic replanning which, however, en- 
tailed little structural alteration and prac- 
tically no alteration to the exterior. 

Mr. Macgregor expressed as his opinion 
that the reconditioning of London should 
follow the same lines, that is, the Metro- 
polis should be revitalised by the funda- 
mental replanning of one or two main 
thoroughfares so that traffic could be 
evacuated in continuous streams unim- 
peded by frontage access, cross junctions, 
roundabouts, etc., so that streets parallel 
to them would be relieved. Road widen- 
ing which was so destructive of ancient 
frontages and fagades gave no real perma- 
nent alleviation, whereas continuous 
through traffic did. He said he felt cer- 
-tain in his own mind that the solution of 
London’s future could not be found in but 
two dimensions, and that the early recog- 
nition of this fact might save the destruc- 
tion through unnecessary road widening 
of much which we cherished in our great 
city. 


New Zealand School of Architecture. 
The prospectus of the Auckland Uni- 
versity College School of Architecture, 
University of New Zealand, shows that 
despite the war, this School continues to 
make progress under the direction of Mr. 
C. R. Knight, M.A., B.Arch.(Liverpool), 
A.R.I.B.A., the Professor of Architecture 
and Dean of the Faculty of Fine Arts. 
Forty members are serving with H.M. 
Forces. The School intends to seize every 
opportunity to assist in the study of war 
problems and post-war reconstruction.

ALL HALLOWS CHURCH, NORTH GREENFORD

THE PLANS OF THIS CHURCH WERE 
started in 1939, but the scheme was 
put on one side after the outbreak 
of war. In the beginning of 1940 
the London Diocese decided to 
erect six churches and All Hallows, 
North Greenford, was included in 
these. The building was com- 
menced in April and the foundation 
stone was laid on July 6, 1940. 
Originally the building was designed 
with an open timber roof, but owing 
to the impossibility of obtaining 
sufficient timber the design .was 
altered by having a flat. concrete 
roof over the nave and Lady Chapel, 
but the aisles and transepts were 
built as originally designed. The 
licence to complete the work was 
granted for the whole building 
with the exception of the roof and 
internal finishing .of the Lady 
Chapel. : 

The church was consecrated ‘by 
the Bishop of London on December 
20, 1941. The organ chamber is 
situated in a sunk pit between the 
altar and the Lady Chapel and is 
invisible to the congregation. When 
the Lady Chapel is completed it 
will be open to the nave through 
the altar areh, which is now 
temporarily blocked up. 

The external walls are faced with

buff-coloured Colwood bricks and the vestries 
and aisle roofs are covered with dark brown 
pantiles. The seating capacity is 360, and the 
amount of the contract was £9,234. The font 
was transferred from All Hallows Church, 
Poplar, which was badly damaged by enemy 
action. The choir stalls were brought from 
St. Catherine’s Church, Hammersmith, which 
was destroyed by bombs.

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PLANNING FOR THE FAMILY 


ADDRESS TO T. AND C.P.A. 

ADDRESSING a meeting convened by the 
Town and Country Planning Association 
on April 16, at 224, Regent-street, W.1, 
Mr. F. J. Ossorn said that Town and 
Country Planning should balance a large 
number of considerations, among others 
the best possible environment. for family 
life. Our strongest instincts centred 
round mating, home making and the rear- 
ing of children. In modern times a com- 
plex community life had grown up with 
an organised educational system which 
extended outside the family, and took a 
considerable part in the upbringing of the 
young. But community and culture, while 
supplementing family life, could not 
replace it. 

Our population problem was not to be 
simply solved. Great Britain now had 46 
million people, and in the next few de- 
cades some decline was practically certain. 
Public sentiment would support a policy 
that sought to prevent a rapid decline. 
Housing and planning should fall in with 
such a policy, but in recent years had un- 
consciously tended against it. Any hous- 


ing manager would testify that the 
natural impulse of young married people 
was to begin their joint life in what they 
regarded as the future family home; but 
if a suitable house was not available, they 
would take rooms or a small flat and defer 
having a family. The young wife would 
continue at work, and habits thus formed 
sometimes became permanent. Nothing 
ought to be done about this if the way 
of life was taken as a free and deliberate 
choice, but housing and planning policy 
should make the more natural choice at 
least equally easy. Planning should im- 
pose a density standard that would make 
it possible in all residential areas to build 
true family houses, with private gardens 
at mot more than 15 to the acre, and 
housing policy should make sure that a 
sufficiency of family houses was always 
available at rents related to income. 
Family allowances should be given, and 
so graduated as to cover adequate rents 
for family houses. 

It should be recognised that the house 
and garden was the only satisfactory 
home. The flat was a bad substitute im-

posed by space pressure. It was not more 
labour-saving than a house equally well 
designed and fitted, and external services 
were as easily provided for groups of 
houses as for flats. The true line of ad- 
vance was in the direction of more spacious 
houses : 850 sq. ft. should be a national 
minimum. 

In a discussion that followed, one 
speaker said that land could be exploited 
to its fullest extent by building flats. If 
we built on 100 acres at 3 flats 
to the acre we could still have a vast 
amount of gardens, allotments and recrea- 
tional facilities. 

Mr. COLLINGRIDGE made various sug- 
gestions with regard to the flat -for the 
working-class family. Such matters as 
the placing of cupboards were important. 
Wherever possible there should be one 
room set aside for the growing boy or girl, 
not to be shared with anybody else. 
balcony should not be so constructed that 
a child could climb up the protecting wall. 
A little low wall should be made in the 
living room, thus forming an alcove where 
a child could play. 

Mr. Ossorn, in replying to the discus- 
sion, protested against the whole idea of 
children being brought up in flats.

THE POST-WAR HOME 


R.S.A. LECTURE ON ‘“‘ THE OCCUPIER.” 

A TALK was given at the Royal Society 
of Arts on April 22 by Mr. Grorce Hicks, 
M.P., Joint Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Works and Buildings, who 
dealt with the question of ‘‘ The Occu- 
pier,” in the series ‘‘ The Post-War 
Home.”” Mr. A. C. Bossom, F.R.1.B.A., 
M.P., was in the chair. 

After quoting from a letter written in 
1849 by the Prince Consort, in which he 
referred to the importance of improving 
the condition of the people, and mentioned 
four ways in which this could be achieved 
—i.e., (1) Education of the children with 
industrial training; (2). improvement of 
their dwellings; (3) grant of allotments 
with the cottages; and (4) savings banks 
and benefit societies (if possible managed 
by themselves), Mr. Hicks said : ‘‘ It will 
be seen from the third of these points— 
the grant of allotments with cottages—that 
the Prince did not envisage housing in 
large blocks of flats with a window-box as 
the occupier’s only garden. We, too, must 
respect the individuality of the working- 
man. To-day working-men and women are 
on active service, and in most cases every 
month of their lives in camp, barracks, 
hostel or front line adds to their apprecia- 
tion of the home they have left. They 
have been regimented and standardised : 
after the war they want to regain their 
sense of individuality. If fittings and 
manufactured parts generally have to be 


standardised, let there be some scope for 
personal differences in colour or arrange- 
ment. People will want a little peace and 
privacy again. If they have to be housed 
close together, we must see that there is 
proper insulation against noise. These 


men and women will return with critical 
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standards: they will have become 
acquainted for the first time with some 
of the amenities every modern home should 
have—clean surfaces everywhere, efficient 
heating, hot water (available at short 
notice), up-to-date lighting and ventila- 
tion. They will demand these amenities 
in their homes. 

‘* Another process that the war will 
hasten in some quarters is the disintegra- 
tion of the large miscellaneous family unit ; 
even before the war relative abundance of 
money in certain classes had produced a 
higher standard of living, which showed 
itself in the exodus from large households 
of odd relatives and in-laws. Since the 
war in some cases has taught independence 
to people who were previously stay-at- 
home by nature, this demand for smaller 
dwelling units will:continue among those 
who, having found independence, will not- 
readily give it up. 

‘* Post-war housing will, in fact, demand 
a far more sympathetic and realistic study 
than, with certain notable exceptions, it 
has received to date. ‘Astonishingly little 
has been done to find out the real needs, 
difficulties, preferences, etc., of the work- 
man and his wife and children. 

‘* But there is one main problem common 
to all parts of the country, and that is the 
problem of bringing up children. Not 
only in this country, but all over the 
world, we find that among the lower 
income-earning ‘families, when the needs 
for food and clothing have been satisfied, 
there does not remain sufficient money to 
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May 1 1942 
buy or rent reasonable standards of 
accommodation. Whatever else is done 


about housing after the war, whatever im- 
provements are made in convenience and 
comfort will be largely wasted unless this 
problem of providing for the country’s 
children is properly solved. 

“To sum up—statisticians tell us we 
are going to become gradually an older 
nation; that is, every year there will be 
more elderly people in the country and 
fewer young people. But whatever 
happens to the various age groups, the 
children will always be there. I suggest 
that among the various kinds of occupier 
whose needs we have to study after the 
war, the child and its mother come easily 
. first.’’ 


THE FINAL CERTIFICATE 


WHEN IS IT BINDING AND 
CONCLUSIVE? 


By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C.,

In order that a certificate may be bind- 
ing and conclusive, two things are neces- 
sary : (1) The building or engineering con- 
tract must clearly show that there was the 
intention of the parties that it should; 
and (2) the architect or engineer giving 
the certificate must have power under the 
contract to certify in regard to the par- 
ticular matters dealt with ir the certificate. 

Instances have occurred where the final 
certificate is only partially binding and 
conclusive. It may, for example, be in 
regard to the amount, but not in regard 
to liability, or vice versa. 

Therefore a final certificate should be 
invariably marked ‘“‘ final ’’ if it purports 
to be final. 

The general rule when the contract has 
made the final certificate binding and con- 
clusive is that it creates a presumption in 
favour of the truth and legality of the 
matter stated; and no evidence may be 
brought forward with the object of re- 
moving this presumption. 


Defects. 

The contract may provide that the 
approval of the work by the architect or 
engineer is final. 

If he gives this approval by the usual 
means of a final and conclusiye certificate, 
then the employer has no redress regarding 
defects, whether latent or patent, appear- 
ing in the work; the final certificate 
is binding and conclusive. If, how- 
ever, the contract does not make the 
final certificate binding and conclusive, 
then the employer still retains the 
right to seek redress for such defects, 
in spite of the architect or engineer having 
certified his final satisfaction in writing. 


Extras. 

If the architect or engineer has power 
under the contract to determine whether 
certain work done is an ‘‘ extra ’’ or that 


it comes within the contract, then, if his - 


certificate in either relation is binding and 
conclusive, the party aggrieved can only 
gain redress if fraud or neglect can be 
proved against the certifier. 


Duty of Certifier. 

An architect or engineer, as the agent 
of the employer, is considered as having a 
natural bias towards him. In giving a 
tinal certificate, however, although not 
functioning as an arbitrator, he is regarded 
as a ‘* quasi’’ arbitrator, and so he must 
act honestly and impartially as in that 
capacity. If for any or no stated reason, 
he refuses to give a final certificate, the 
contractor should request the employer to 
appoint another certifier. 
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A contract of agency does not impose on 
the architect or engineer ary obligation to 
certify fraudulently if requested to do so 
by the employer. 

A final certificate may be voided if it 
is shown that it has been given fraudu- 
lently or in collusion, or that the certifier 
has been unduly influenced or interfered 
with at all, or that it certifies on matters 
going beyond the powers of the architect 
or engineer as defined by the contract. 


Effect of an Arbitration Clause. 

An arbitration clause which provides for 
the revision or review of the final certifi- 
cate, in case of dispute, robs that certi- 
ficate of its conclusiveness. But, 
obviously, the final certificate must first 
have been given before it can be alleged 
that a dispute has arisen in regard to it. 

Both parties to the contract may, if the 
arbitration clause so provides, question 
the final certificate within the limits pre- 
scribed by the arbitration clause, and it 
must be left to the arbitrator to issue his 
award, after impartial review and, if 
necessary, revision of the certificate. 


‘Reconstruction and Design.” 

The March number of ‘‘ Art and Indus- 
try’ is a special issue dealing with ‘‘ Re 
construction and Design,’’ edited by Mr. 
Alfred C. Bossom, M.P., who takes a 
broad view of the field of reconstruction, 
touching on housing, domestic furniture 
and equipment, fabrics, advertising, etc. 
It is a thoughtful and profusely illustrated 
survey. 


Inquiry into Scottish War Contracts. 

It was announced on April 16 that Mr. 
J. L. Clyde, K.C., has been asked by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer to hold an 
inquiry into the allocation to Messrs. 
Wimpey during the war of Government 
contracts in Scotland. He will be assisted 
by Mr. David Anderson, M.Inst.C.E. 
Mr. A. Thompson, W.S., of the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland, will act as 
secretary in Scotland, and Mr. L. N. 
Helsby, of the Treasury, in London. In 
making this announcement in Parliament, 
Captain Crookshank stated that Messrs. 
Wimpey had asked for an independent 
investigation.

THE ANNUAL LUNCHEON 


An assurance that the Ministry of Works 
and Buildings would not, so far as it lay 
with them, carry into post-war practice 
some of the things which stern and severe 
necessity had brought into current build- 
ing was given by Mr. Gerorce Hicks, 
M.P. (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Works and Buildings). Mr. 
Hicks was speaking at what (said the 
President, Mr. Victor Pgex) would prob- 
ably be the last war-time luncheon of the 
Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors, held at Claridge’s Hotel 
on April 24. 

Mr. Hicks referred to an article in the 
current issue of ‘‘ The Parthenon,” in 
which it was suggested that prefabricated 
buildings should be for war time and war 
time only. The Ministry, he said, agreed 
with that. Houses should mean homes, 
a word which was rooted in the nation. 
But he would remind them that the 
housing position at the end of the war 
might make it imperative to keep hostels 
going for a certain period until building 
capacity and effort were ready to replace 
them with something better. This did 
not mean that concrete would not be used 
in post-war housing, for concrete had 
many uses. In the post-war period: there 
were certain things we should have to 
look to, especially building management, 
to make the best possible use of labour 


supply. Architects must also prepare 
more complete and accurate drawings, and 
show a more exhaustive knowledge of 


construction. Chief, perhaps, was the 
need to get to know the workmen, and 
not to look upon them merely as digits. 

Mr. J. E. Swinpiexurst, who pro- 
posed the toast of ‘‘ H.M. Government,’’ 
said that the work of planning was a 
matter of great moment to architects and 
surveyors, and he submitted that a pro- 
nouncement on the part they would be 
called upon to play would do much to 
allay the wonderings that beset their 
minds at the present moment. 

The toast of ‘‘ The Incorporated Asso- 
ciation’ was submitted by Mr. ALFRED 
C. Bossom, F.R.1.B.A., M.P., who said 
that he hoped all sections of architects 
would work together in the post-war bnild- 
ing era. ‘‘ I congratulate the Incorporated 
Association on the great and growing 
interlocking process which has been notice- 
able between themselves, the R.I.B.A., 
the Civil Engineers and the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Institution. The more that 
process can be encouraged, the better 
for the country as a whole. It was good 
that the largest industry in the country 
should be standing together; for if not, 
then the industry might be run by busi- 
ness men. We needed business men, but 
did not want to be run by them. Further, 
we did not want to be hampered by out- 
of-date legislation; we had to get to the 
point where the ingenuity and ability of 
professional men could be used.’’ 

THe PRESIDENT, in ‘response, paid a 
tribute to Mr. Bossom, whose great gifts 
he hoped the Government would make use 
of in reconstruction. We required a new 
Town Planning Act. Town planning was 
not a one-man job. It could be successful 
only when done by a group of professional] 
men—architect, engineer, surveyor, land- 
scape gardener and sculptor.

PAYMENT BY RESULTS 
REVISIONS AND ADDITIONS. 

Revisions and additions to the operations 
bonused in building and civil engineering 
works scheduled under the Essential Work 
Order are announced by the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings, following recom- 
mendations by the Special Industrial Joint 
Advisory Panel.

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OBITUARY 


B. D. Cancellor, F.R.1.B.A. 

The death has taken place of Mr. 
Bertram Douglas Cancellor, F.R.1.B.A., 
formerly head of the architectural firm 
of Cancellor & Hill, of Winchester. He 
was Mayor of that city in 1901-2. 

Born in 1865, Mr. Cancellor was edu- 
cated at Winchester College, and was 
articled to the late Henry Woodyear, of 
Guildford (designer of Holy Trinity 
Church, Winchester). He started in 
practice in Winchester in 1889, being 
joined by Mr. Hill in 1893, and designed 
Peter Symond’s School (and later its 
War Memorial Library); the Hampshire 
County Club; additions to King Alfred’s 
College ; the Florence Nightingale Nurses’ 
Home at the Royal Hampshire County 
Hospital (with Mr. H. 8S. Sawyer, 
F.R.I.B.A., with whom he had been in 
partnership since 1925); the new Alton 
Infirmary; and a number of war memo- 
rials, of which the chief was perhaps that 
in St. Paul’s, Winchester, comprising 
screen and chapel. He was for many 
years one of the Diocesan Surveyors. Mr. 
Cancellor became F.R.I.B.A. in 1925, 
being transferred from the Society of 
Architects. His only son, Lieut. Desmond 
Cancellor, M.C., was killed in action in 
November, 1918.

Reimbursing Cost of Shelters. 

In reply to MR. HANNAH, who asked a 
question as to whether the Government 
proposed to reimburse expenses incurred 
by private individuals who, although now 
eligible for free air raid shelter, had pro- 
vided themselves with such shelter a: 
their own expense, MR. MORRISON said 
that he had no phe! to authorise pay- 
ments from public funds in such cases. 


Rebuilding After the War. 

In the House of Lords, the BisHoP or 
WINCHESTER initiated a debate on rebuild- 
ing after the war. He urged that there 
should be immediate planning for post- 
war needs, for unless planning took a 
predominant place in the housing recon- 
struction policy there would be chaos. 

Lorp Portal, the new Minister of 
Works and Buildings, said that the state- 
ment on Government policy made by 
Lord Reith to the House on February 11 
stood. A Bill had already been intro- 
duced into the Commons which was a 
first step in the creation of the Ministry, 
whose objective would be to secure the 
right use of the land of the country for 
all purposes. It would be the duty of the 
Minister to see that the policies in regard 
to agriculture, transport, etc., were 
strictly co-ordinated. 

Legislation had already been drafted 
after consultation with Mr. Justice 
Uthwatt and Lord Justice Scott, who 
hoped to furnish him with their reports 
in the very near future, and it was 
thought better to wait for those reports 
and then introduce the Bill. No time 
should be lost by this postponement. The 
Government had already announced their 
acceptance in principle of the first 
Uthwatt Report on the question of specu- 
lation in land, and it was fully realised 
how vitally these matters affected all 
future planning of land in this country. 
The services of the advisory panel of 
experts set up by Lord Reith would be 
available to the Minister. 

It was the policy of the Government not 
only to reduce the number of planning 
authorities by planning over wide areas 
but also to quicken the speed. Area 
officers had already been selected to 
assist by collaboration with the local 
authorities, whom they would assist in 
their planning work. 

He agreed that any planning work 
which did not provide for the preserva- 
tion of extensive areas of great natural 
beauty, and especially the coastline, 
would be incomplete. Protection from 
ill-considered building would be fully 
examined. He was working in collabora- 
tion with the Paymaster-General in this 
and-other- questions ‘of mutual--interest.. 
With regard to the personnel of planning, 
directly the war was over it would be 
essential to have the building industry 
organised so as to cope with the vast 
amount of work with which they would 
have to deal. Most of the materials -were 
at hand. He appreciated the importance 
of the location of industry, and steps 
were being taken to get the building in- 
dustry, despite the present declining 
numbers, on such a footing that it would 
be ready to start off after the war as one 
of the most useful adjuncts to reconstruc- 
tion. A Bill to take over the planning 
powers of the 1932 Act would shortly 
come before that House. 


Air Raid Repairs. a : 

Captain YorRK asked the Minister of 
Health why labour, material and money 
were being expended on badly dama ed 
property in various London boroughs, 
which property was not worth this ex- 
penditure either from the point of view 
of present or future use, and if he would 
reconsider the policy of his Department 
of making property wind and weather 
proof even when it wae obvious that 
such houses, being of poor condition 
before damage by bombs, could never 
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form part of the post war housing 
schemes, 

Mr. E. BROwN said he presumed that 
his hon. friend was referring, to the re- 
pair of war-damaged houses by local 
authorities, by whom the bulk of this 
work had been carried out in the exer- 
cise of their powers under the Housing 
(Emergency Powers) Act, 1939, as 
amended by the Repair of War Damage 
Act, 1941. He had no evidence that 
authorities’ were acting in the way sug- 
gested in the questions, but would be 
happy to investigate any instances 
brought to his notice, 

The work was of two classes—‘“ first- 
aid” repairs, i.e., urgent repairs neces- 
sary to avoid danger to health or to 
prevent the deterioration of the builfling 
and repairs of a more permanent nature. 
It would be seen that no _ definite 
standard of “‘ first-aid ’’ repairs had been 
laid down. Their extent would vary ac- 
cording to a number of factors, such as 
the availability of labour and materials, 
whether or not the dwelling was occu- 
pied or likely to be occupied and the 
general condition of the house. As re- 
garded ‘repairs of a more permanent 
nature, the local authority must, before 
taking action, satisfy themselves that the 
building was capable, at reasonable ex- 
pense, of being made fit for housing pur- 
poses and that there was a need for 
housing accommodation in the area 
and must obtain his consent. This 
would not be forthcoming unless these 
conditions obtained.
